The House of Delegates, at its meeting
yesterday afternoon, passed the Kelly or-
dinance annulling the franchises of all the
street railways in St. .Louis, and tent the
bin to the Council, which voted to adjourn
for one week. Councilman Thuner otdecto 1

to this proceeding, declaring that It vvas a
patent attempt to allien on the
House ljij In iiucstlon anil tint the Mil was
an Imiiortant one. deserving of Immediate
atttntion. On the motion to adjourn for
one week Councllmen Thumr and Kratz

otf-- no.
When the House assembled at 2 o'clock

yestejTl-i- afternoon a gi-a- t crowd of
strikers and thtlr s inpathlzers tilled the
gallery to overflowing and swarnnd into
tlie lobbies Thy spe-ela-l committed ap-
pointed at the last stssion of the House to
consider the Kelly bill reported th' ordi-
nance favorablv, with ctrtain technical
amendments. D legate Holtcamp was the
llrst to speak to the amendment He de-

clared that he was opposed to the bill be--
causo hu believed it was uf no elicit and
was not the proper way to annul the fran-
chises of tho street railway companies.

Delegate Gutke took the floor to state
that llr. Holtcamp was wrung in usscrting
that the House could not revoke the fran-
chises of the strett railway companies by
ordinance.

The amendments were passed by a vote
of 10 to I, only Delegates Holtcamp and
Sturdtvant noting no. The ordinance was
then piss.-- bv the tame Vote and the
House tdjourred.

Previous to the consideration of the Kelly
ordinance. Delegate llersch introduced a
bill for the relief of Mr..

TRANSIT EMPLOYES BEATEN.

One .Man Was Taken to a Meeting
and Exhibited.

Condu;tor M. J. Grolton. who has had a
run on car No.-S1- 2 of tho California ave-
nue line since the lieglnnlng of the strike,
und Motorman K. K Curry, were attacke--d

by a crowd at 5 o'clock jesterday evening
at Cherokeo and California avenues. Curry
was pulled from the car and and
Grolton, while attempting lo escape, was
captured by two men. and. according to his
story, was taken to a hall on Uruadway
and Cherokee street nnd plucenl on exhibi-
tion before a mt'ting which was in prog-
ress there When he refused to nult work
he vvas taken from the meeting and when
about two blocks away vvas assaulted and
knocked scnseltss. lloth Curry nnd Grolton
sav that the policeman who was on the
car as a guard made no effort to protect
them when they appealed to him

Grolton's car. No 2n, was going north on
California avenue about a o'clock last night
when It sprang from tho track. There was
n largo crowd on the corner of Cherokee
street, and It Jeered the trainmen as they
tried to set the car right. The crew at-
tempted to run tho car, but found that the
trolley rope w.03 cut. lly this time rocks
wcro thrown and shots fired, and a crowd
surrounded tho car. Motorman It-- Ii Curry
was grabbed by man hands and dragged
over the dashboard, and ho was kicked and
cuffed upon all sides.

Conductor Grolton made a dash for lib-
erty. He was pursued and captured by two
men, who made no attempt to lnjuro him,
but told him to po with them. He submit-
ted, and, he says, ho was taken lo a hall
on Broadway and Clierokesa street. A meet-
ing was called to order, nnd everybody In
tho neighborhood was brought In to looknt
him.

After he had made a speech, jromlslng
not to take out a car till the strike was
settled, ho was taken away from the hall
by a committee. At Ftah street and Wis-
consin avenue he was assaulted from the
rear and rendcrcel unconscious. His In-
juries were drcsse-- at a neighboring drug
store and the police were afterward notl-lle- d
